Mr. Johnson joined the Calgary teaching staff in 1912. 
He taught at Connaught School, was principal of Mount Royal 
School, and in 1934 joined Western's staff as vice-principal. 
In 1953, Mr. Johnson retired, owing to ill health. 

While here at Western, Mr. Johnson was a true leader in 
the academic, athletic, and social fields. He was especially 
interested in all phases of education and is quoted as having 
said, "A sound education will enrich your life, making it more 
complete, more satisfying, and more effective."

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When your editor asked me to write a short article for the "Acatec" 
I consented gladly I asked her what she wanted me to write about and was 
told that the choice rested entirely with me Having at one time actively 
participated in the affairs of Western Canada High School, I felt I could only 
look back oyer the years of my association with it and give a short account 
of the history of Western Canada High School. 

Western's history began during the late twenties when the Western 
Canada College seemed to be finding it difficult to carry on, and not being 
sufficiently subsidized by outside capital, decided to close their doors, and 
thus went out of business. The Calgary School Board were able to acquire this 
very valuable property where Western Canada High School is now situated. 

During those years following the War, and in the twenties, there became an interesting demand 
for technical education in our public school program. So in 1928, the Calgary School Board built a 
technical school, furnished with all the latest equipment for an extensive technical program; and at 
the same time built a new academic school which became Western Canada High School. 

Later, the School Board decided, after a great deal of investigation, to try a great experiment 
and form a Composite High School, believing that by doing so, they could give broader and better educa¬ 
tion to many. In 1935, the two schools situated on the Western Canada Campus were made one, the 
two staffs put under one head, and students invited to select more diversified programs. The following 
year two other schools, the East Calgary High School, and the Commercial High School, were closed, and 
the students and staff assimilated in the larger Composite School. I believe the experiment has been 
successful from the standpoint of parents, students and teachers, and that the broader program has 
been given approval, so much so, that a similar Composite School has been put into operation at Cres¬ 
cent Heights High School and it too is receiving the acclaim of all concerned. 

Today, Western, with its technical, its commercial, and its academic departments, and its offering 
of varied optional courses, provides educational opportunities for young people unexcelled in the western 
provinces. Through its many clubs, its school paper and yearbook, its varied social activities, and its 
school sports; it can offer a balanced and all-round educational program. The staff today numbers 
fifty-seven, and the students in attendance between twelve and thirteen hundred. 

A school such as this, with its fine organization and its splendid facilities for serving the educa¬ 
tional needs of the young people of Calgary, is one that should command the loyalty, the pride, and 
the best efforts of all students now in attendance. 

I think that Western has rendered a great service to many young people and it has been a 
privilege and an honor to have been associated with it during these years.. The aim of the school is 
not scholarship alone, although this is important — but to train good, strong, healthful men and 
women with a sense of honor, justice and rightness, with loyalty to friends and a willingness to sur¬ 
render to a higher power, with moral integrity and personal worth, and a consuming heart hunger to 
do something and to be somebody.

"I don't mean that kind 
of pioneer," argued Gramps. 

"I'm talking about modern 
pioneers — in industry, in trade, in business, and 
in government. They have to be just as brave 
as the early pioneers, like Lee Brainard." 

"Oh, that's silly!" David exclaimed in¬ 
dignantly. He paused, then quizzed, "Who's Lee 
Brainard, Gramps?" 

"Haven't you ever heard of Lee Brainard ? " 

When both David and Linda shook their 
heads emphatically and Mom, Dad and I looked 
puzzled, Gramps settled himself and began the 
story of Lee Brainard. 

"I first met Lee when he was working on a 
ranch a few miles from ours in Montana. At that 
time he had seen twenty-eight years go by, and 
you could easily tell that he hadn't let those years 
pass idly. He was a big man — not tall, but as 
muscular as they come. I'd judge he stood about 
five and a half feet tall and know for a fact that 
he tipped the scales at close to two hundred 


"You see, Lee Brainard 
was a cowboy, and a top 
grade one at that. He work¬ 
ed hard on various ranches 
in Montana, and finally 
saved enough money to buy 
a small ranch in our district. 
He and his family were pros¬ 
perous and happy there for 
a few years. Then, tragedy 
Struck, and troubles came. 
First, Mrs. Brainard died. 
Lee took her death hard, for 
he loved his little wife 
dearly. Then Montana began 
to attract many new ran¬ 
chers and homesteaders. Lee 
was forced to restrict his 
cattle to his own small 
spread instead of allowing 
them to use free range for 
grazing. As a result, his 
stock was underfed on the 
overgrazed land. Lee knew 
that a change had to come 
before long. In addition, he 
was tiring of the enormous 
amount of work required 
each fall to produce and store huge feed supplies 
for his stock through the long, cold Montana 
winters. Now, don't get the wrong idea! Lee 
wasn't a lazy man. Far from it. But how could 
he be satisfied with a small range, a few head 
of cattle, and a long cold winter when he heard 
tell of the 'Chinook Belt' of Alberta? There lay 
a country that was truly a rancher's dream! At 
least, the way the stories described it, Alberta 
was a country where a man with courage, some 
capital and stock of his own, could carve himself 
a cattle empire from the thousands of square 
miles of unfenced range where grass grew as high 
as a long-horn's belly. A country where warm 
winds periodically swept through the mountain 
passes from the Pacific, so that cattle could graze 
the whole year round. 

"Well sir, these stories fired Lee's imagina¬ 
tion so much, that in the mid-summer of 1906 
he outfitted two covered wagons and started in 
a northwesterly direction. Accompanying him

were seven hundred head of stock (cattle and 
horses), his son Albert, and a faithful old 
puncher named White. Every soul in the district 
shook his head in amazement at Lee's bold move. 
Still, nobody could help but admire the pride and 
hope his whole body showed as he organized his 
small band and led them towards the land of his 
dreams. 

"They didn't rush the stock, but let them 
graze their way in the general direction of the 
new range to which they were heading. Occasion¬ 
ally correcting their course according to direc¬ 
tions offered by fellow travellers, they finally rode 
into the frontier Canadian town of Medicine Hat. 
The summer was quickly drawing to a close by this 
time, and there was Lee heading into a new coun¬ 
try, entirely unprepared for winter. When he 
visited the Government Land Office at Medicine 
Hat, disappointment met him, for the land that 
he had his heart set on was already taken. But 
Lee's discouragement was only momentary, Re¬ 
stocking his wagons, he headed for the vast 
expanses of country north of the Red Deer River 
where free land was abundant. At the same time 
he restocked his imagination, deciding that his 
new location was even better than the one he 
had first had in mind. After fording the South 
Saskatchewan River, he headed his party out of 
the valley and across mile after mile of straight, 
flat prairie until the land began to rise into rolling 
foothills again. Though he didn't know it then, 
Lee was heading straight out of the 'Chinook 
Belt' — and straight into disaster. 

"Some days later they saw a majestic sight, 
the wide deep valley of the Red Deer River. This 
they followed westwards, seeing established 
ranches from time to time. But there was no 
large area of free range available there, and Lee 
became restless, anxious to find a place of his 
own. When they came to the first large creek 
that branched from the Red Deer, they decided 
to get off the 'main drag' and leave the estab¬ 
lished settlers behind. So, they turned off and 
followed Berry Creek till they come to a spot 
three miles north of where the town of Richdale 
now stands. 

"Here Lee Brainard found the answer to his 
dreams. Everything a rancher could ask for — 
clear water, willows for shelter and fuel, prairie 
wool as thick as the hair on a dog and as high as 
a man's knee, no fences, no homesteader's shacks 
— they were all there. So there he stopped, his 
heart pounding with joy and hope — what man's 
heart wouldn't be? That's mighty pretty country; 
no hint of disaster there. 

"A place to call home was quickly thrown 
together. It was now September; but Lee, be¬ 
lieving he was in the famous 'Chinook Belt', 
spent much of his time riding around, eagerly 
exploring the country instead of preparing for 
the coming winter. On one of his rides he came 
upon the ranch of the Hunt Brothers, about forty 
miles northwest of his location. They got to 
talking about the coming winter and the Hunts 
urged Lee to winter his stock on their ranch. 
They insisted that they had plenty of hay stored, 
and offered to work the plan on a share basis. 


But Lee was stubborn and refused to take up the 
offer. He still believed winter was a long way off. 
What a shock it was when he woke up one morn¬ 
ing and found the ground covered with snow! 
It didn't really worry him that morning or even 
during the next few days when the snow con¬ 
tinued to fall. It was only the middle of October 
and he felt sure a Chinook would come along any 
day and melt the snow off. But, instead of a 
Chinook coming, more and more snow fell. The 
stock needed more shelter than was available 
there, so they moved their camp to the hilly 
country around Dowling Lake. Week after week 
the weather continued to be cold and stormy, and 
by Christmas they had endured enough hardships 
to kill off most men. But Lee and his son were 
real fighters! 

"January brought more severe blizzards and 
cold weather with temperatures of thirty to forty 
below most of the time. Death hovered over the 
camp. Lee really regretted not having accepted 
the Hunt Brothers' offer to winter his cattle for 
him. Admitting defeat, he resolved to swallow 
his pride and take his remaining stock to the 
Hunt ranch. With the first mild spell, Lee broke 
camp and headed northwest. The going was 
decidedly tough and many halts were required. 

"When they stopped for dinner at the end 
of the second day, they were thoroughly ex¬ 
hausted. The wind had died away completely, 
and in a soft mild calm they started their meal. 
Suddenly, Albert Brainard looked around and 
yelled, 'For God's sake! Look what's coming!' 

"All eyes turned to the northwest and the 
men were fascinated as they beheld whirling 
eddies of snow writhing like so many serpents, 
with a tall grey waM looming behind. The whole 
confused mass moved rapidly towards them. So 
rapidly that before the men had time to think, 
the sun was blotted out and the blinding storm 
had struck. The grazing horses and cattle were 
lost from view — immediately and forever. The 
men's only shelter was the chuckwagon, and the 
wind whipped through that as if it were a sieve. 
Hour by hour, huddled in the chuckwagon, they 
became colder and when they could stand it no 
longer, they had to leave the small protection the 
wagon gave and exercise themselves in order to 
keep from freezing to death. The eerie morning 
found them sheathed in ice in a screaming world 
of wind and whirling snow. They had to keep 
walking — around and around the chuckwagon. 
How long could they last? 

"Suddenly White, the old cow puncher, 
sprawled in the snow. Desperately, Lee and 
Albert tried to revive him, but the truth was 
finally forced upon them. White, their com¬ 
panion and idol, was dead. When Albert realized 
this, he lost all desire to fight the storm. It was 
as if part of him died with White. Lee pleaded 
with him to keep up the endless walk, but his 
pleas were in vain. Finally, Lee struck out into 
the storm trying to carry his son, but before long, 
that proved to be too much even for his splendid 
strength. He kept walking in circles, with his 
son in his arms, for about half an hour, but at 
the end of that time he was laying the lifeless 



body of his son beside that of the storm's first 
victim. Lesser men would have given up the 
struggle then and there, under such fearful odds, 
but not Lee. 

"Setting his course by the direction of the 
wind he struck out into the storm toward the 
Hunt Brothers' ranch. Hour after hour he 
struggle on with same whirling, screaming, 
grey-white terror all around him. Finally, almost 
ready to give up the right, he was pricked back 
to alertness by a barbed-wire fence. New hope 
surged through him. He could no longer stand, 
but he followed that fence on hands and knees. 
Imagine his relief and joy when the Hunts' shack 
loomed into view. He managed to reach the door 
and fall against it just before he lost con¬ 
sciousness. 

"Inside the shack, Jack Hunt heard the 
noise and, thinking it was a steer, yelled, 'Get to 
heck out of there!' 

"But, when only a moan replied, he went to 
the door to see what the trouble was. As soon 
as he saw Lee's body he yelled for the other 
brothers, Harold and Alfred, and in a few 
moments they were dragging him in and doing 
their best to thaw out his frozen face, hands and 
feet.. For the next few snow-bound weeks, they 
nursed him away from death's door. As soon as 
he could be moved, they sent him back to Mon¬ 
tana, where he spent the rest of the winter in 
hospital. 

"By June, Lee was back in the saddle. As 
soon as possible, he returned to Alberta to look 
for his stock. Searching everywhere, he found 
only fifteen of his six hundred head of cattle. 
In spite of the crushing blow that Fate had dealt 
him, Lee brought in' a fresh herd of cattle and 
finally built up a successful ranch just north of 
his first location. But his prosperity was short 
lived. In the fall of 1909 one of the biggest 
prairie fires in the history of the country burned 
out his ranch. Undaunted, he rebuilt it. How¬ 
ever, the coming of the railroad in 1913 brought 
homesteaders and soon Lee was more crowded 
than he had been in Montana. The next year 
was a very dry one, and Lee found it hard to get 
a supply of feed off his burned-out ground. He

had learned the hard way never to face a winter 
without enough feed, so he took up the search 
for his dream country again. This time he found 
it in the beautiful hills and valleys near Fort St. 
John, B.C., where he immediately established a 
ranch. He remained on that ranch till '48 when 
he died at the ripe old age of eighty-nine." 

Gramp's story ended there. David and Linda 
were well pleased and perhaps even more con¬ 
vinced that pioneer life is a thing of the past. 
However, I began to seriously consider Gramp's 
earlier words. Is Lee Brainard an extinct type 
that lived only when the country was first 
settled? Are there still such pioneers — in in¬ 
dustry? in trade? in business? in government? I 
decided there are, and in many fields. 

Alberta is still a young country. The land 
itself is fairly well settled now, but there is more 
to a country than just population. Men with 
determination, dauntless courage, and strength 
are required to develop industries and goods that 
can compete and sell on the world market, to 
fight for the democratic ideals of a young country 
in world affairs, to enforce and uphold govern¬ 
mental decisions, and to establish businesses that 
eventually bring health and happiness to 
Albertans. 

There are great pioneers in the oil industry, 
who often face difficulty and disappointment, but 
who continue in their searching and refining 
until they succeed. Scientists and chemists rely 
on their pioneer spirit to continue the search for 
new medicines, new weapons, synthetic sub¬ 
stitutes for diminishing or scarce natural ma¬ 
terials, and a great variety of products of use in 
everyday life. Those who still think that pioneers 
should explore and settle unbroken country, 
should remember that there are remote sections 
of northern Alberta in which brave folk are now 
settling, that there are many unexplored regions 
in the Rockies into which men are now pene¬ 
trating. Modern Albertans are not washed-out 
copies of their ancestors — many are now facing 
"the fury of the blizzard" in various fields and 
will, through their stamina, courage, and pioneer 
spirit, win through to success, as Lee Brainard 
did, fifty years ago.
